ARTISTS' * PANEL. 



The above cuts represent the Front and Back ot our 
new Artists' Panel, to take the place of canvas for Oil 
Paintings. It is built-up, i e., it is *f$ of an inch thick, 
and made up of three layers of veneers firmly glued 
together, with the middle veneer crossing the grain of 
the two outside ones at right angles, so that they cannot 
split or check. The Ribs represented on the back arc- 
to stiffen it and prevent its springing, and being put on 
diagonally across the, back, they can be cut down to 
any size without injuring the Panel, which could not be 
done were they on frames without- some trouble and 
perhaps damage to the Panel. 

Any artist knows the superiority of wood to 
canvas for painting upon. Especially is it so with this 
Panel, for, being glued .together, it is impervious to air 
or gas, and the colors are not absorbed by the wood, 
the oil in them being readily taken up by the prepared 
surface of the Panel. N 

Every artist will appreciate this feature of the new 
Panel. 

We have had these Panels in the hands of some of 
our best artists the past three years for trial, and their 
reports in every case are, that they are superior to 
anything now in use. Some of the first we sent out 
were on frames, like canvas, and were not entirely 
satisfactory. After being hung up in hot rooms a few 
weeks, the frames would, in some cases, spring the Panel, 
and we have abandoned the use of them, the diagonal 
ribs being far preferable. The panels are neither clumsy 
nor heavy, but very light. 

We prepare the surface in imitation of canvas when 



preferred, or leave it the color of the wood ; but the 
surface is always prepared to receive the paint from the 
brush. 

When required for sketching, the ribs , are left off, 
so that a number can be packed in a very small space, 
making them more convenient for carrying into the 
country. When the painting is complete, the picture 
frame will always prevent their winding, if so inclined. 
Note this : should your picture by any accident become 
soaked by lying in the water, even for a week, send it 
to us, and we will glue it together again without any 
damage to the painting, and at a very small cost. 

Some artists have told us that on our Mahogany 
Panels they can get a certain "tone" that cannot be 
obtained on any other ground they have ever tried. 

Bear in mind that these Panels do not shrink,, crack 
or check ; therefore they are also valuable for backing to 
old and costly paintings which are liable to damage from 
careless handling or even dusting. Old and brittle canvas 
or paintings are greatly strengthened by gluing on these 
Panels, and cannot be cut out of the frames and 
carried off. 

We make these of any size up to 8x12 feet, and 
we expect to have them in the hands of every dealer in 
the country shortly, the cost being no more than canvas.
